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1. (C) Summary: Many Indonesians greeted news of Al-Qaeda 
operative Omar Al-Farouq T s reported escape from a U.S. 
military prison in Afghanistan with incredulity and/or a 
suspicion of USG duplicity. President Yudhoyono expressed 
public dismay over the escape, and conspiracy theory-spinning 
Muslim activists joined some secular politicians and NGO 
types in alleging that the USG "stage-managed" the escape as 
a way to "corner" Islam and intervene in Indonesian affairs. 
Some GOI officials complained to the media of poor bilateral 
communication about the escape. The Ambassador was asked 
repeatedly about Al-Farouq T s escape in a recent meeting with 
parliamentarians, and the matter also came up during the 
November 16 visit of Attorney General Alberto Gonzales. I 

(C) The September 2002 "Time" magazine expose of the 
purported activities of Al-Qaeda operative Omar Al-Farouq in 
Indonesia created at the time a major media sensation here.

such as Abu Bakar Ba'asyir alleged that Al-Farouq was either 
a fiction created by the USG or an American agent provocateur 
sent to pave the way for American intervention in Indonesia. 
Over the past two weeks, news of Al-Farouq T s reported escape 
from a U.S. military facility in Afghanistan has reignited 
public suspicion about Al-Farouq 1 s identity, activities, and 
allegiances, although most mainstream media reports described 
Al-Farouq as a senior Al Qaeda figure. For example, 
hard-line Islamic stalwarts such as Majelis Mujahidin 
Indonesia (MMI) mouthpiece Fauzan Al-Ansari and others 
asserted that news of Al-Farouq' s escape is an extension of a 
long-running American "fabrication" designed to "corner" 
Islam and justify expanded American intervention in 
Indonesia. Fauzan joined Ba'asyir 1 s attorney in predicting 
that Al-Farouq 1 s escape will be used in some manner to either 
prevent Ba'asyir from leaving prison in June 2006 when his 
terror-related sentence expires or as a basis for Ba'asyir' s 
re-arrest and trial on new charges. Embassy officers heard 
somewhat similar but milder criticism and allegations from 
Indonesian contacts and ordinary citizens when making 
courtesy calls during the recent Id ul-Fitr holiday.

3. (S) In comments to the local media upon news of 
Al-Farouq T s escape, President Yudhoyono noted public security 
implications and stated that the GOI would take measures to 
deter potential action by Al-Farouq in Indonesia. He also

DPR 
legislators also questioned the Ambassador about the 
Al-Farouq escape during a November 15 meeting with the DPR's 
Foreign Affairs Committee (reftel) . One such legislator, 
Permadi of the PDI-P party who had parlayed fame as 
Indonesia's best-known sorcerer into a political career, was 
particularly keen to probe additional details of Al-Farouq' s 
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czar Ansyaad Mbai and Foreign Ministry spokesmen complained 
loudly to the media that they had not been duly informed of 
Al-Farouq T s escape and had to rely on the media for 
information. The Foreig n Ministry spokesmen subsequently 
amended their complaint, I I 

to sa Y that the Foreig n Minj.s t .ry naa received no news 

of the escape from either the USG or from any GOI agency. 
Mbai and National Police Chief Sutanto further spun the story 
as a potential national security threat due to the 
possibility of Al-Farouq T s return to Indonesia, and they 
warned Indonesians to be vigilant. Attorney General Alberto 
Gonzales was asked about the matter by his GOI Attorney 
General Saleh and by Indonesian journalists during his 
November 16 visit to Jakarta, and he replied that the escape 
remains under investigation. 
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
